' Proceedings in connexion with 
an accident have been taken against 
the driver of an Aberdcen bus and 
the owning Company, it was stated 
yesterday at the close of a 
inquiry’ held by Mr. 
Lindsell into the death of Cheng 
Tai. a boat-girl, who was killed on 
September 24 through being run 
over by a. bus on the main road 
opposite the Aberdeen Dock. 
The jury in the case returned a 
verdict of “Death “by Misadven- 
ture.” 

: Evidence given by -a: fisherman 
was to the effect that the deceased 
was following ‘another girl when 
she vanished .beneath the wheels of 
the bus, which had. overtaken them 


{rom the direction of Hongkong. 


A barber returning to his shop 
at Aberdeen on the bus, sald the 
Vehicle swerved to the right-hand 
side of ‘ the road‘and grazed the 
wall of the Dockyard. He next 
felt a bump and the rear of the 
bus went up. He then saw a life- 
leas body lying ten feet behind the 
vehicle. 

The conductor of the bus ° de-. 
clared that the horn-was sounded 
immediately before . the vehicle 
swerved, . 

Brakes Not in Order. 


Acting Sub-Inspector S.C. 
Saunders testified that the foot- 
brake was not in good working 
order When he tested it After the 
secident, 

On going over the scene of the 
accident, he discovered a long wheel 
mark curving, for a distance of 50

Dockyard wall, then out, 
again until it ended within four 
feet of the spot where the girl was 
lying. .
